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Autonomy 0( Canadian Unions 

Autonomy of Canadian labor unions has for 
many years been a matter of concern to Canadian 
labor officials and businessmen. There are an estim¬ 
ated one million Canadian labor workers who are af¬ 
filiated with international unions whose head offices 
are in the United States. 

Most of us agree whole-heartedly with Justice 
T. G. Norris who stated in his report on the labor 
troubles on the Great Lakes: 

“People of Canada, trade unionists and others, 
will not easily permit the economy of Canada to be 
subjected to the changing winds of U.S. labor poli¬ 
tics. It is proper, therefore, that there be recogni¬ 
tion of the necessity for a workable autonomy in 
Canada for labor organizations, international or 
otherwise.” 

This hope for workable autonomy was voiced 
more than six months ago, and to date there has 
been little visible sign of a move toward the desired 
end. 

There are many obstacles to overcome. One is 
economic, as most pension funds, union benefit funds, 
insurance funds, etc., are handled through head of¬ 
fices in the States. Thus international labor unions 
control a heavy economic stick to wield over any 
Canadian members who get out of line. 

But autonomy is the number one problem which 
today faces the Canadian labor congress There have 
been hints that CLC officials are becoming fed up 
with American intervention in Canadian problems. 
Let us hope so. The day the CLC becomes fully Cana¬ 
dian in deed as well as in name is the day when 
Canadian labor comes of age.'

Editor, The Advocate: 

For a number of years now, I 
have been listening to democratic 
people and democratic organiza¬ 
tions in this county and elsewhere 
discuss the ever controversial sub¬ 
ject of the "Hutterite.” And more 
recently I have seen these so-called 
organizat ions condemn a people 
democratic people and democratic 
— the Hutterite Brethren — for 
a way of life. It is disgusting to 
see this "democratic” dictatorship 
being allowed to seep into this re¬ 
spectable community. I believe it 
is time that somebody had the 
nerve to stand up and say— "Let 
the poor Hutterite alone. Give the 
man, a Canadian by birth and a 
European by descent like many, 
many of us, an honest chance to 
make an honest living for himself 
and his family.” 

Why do we satisfy ourselves to 
sit back and allow those few out¬ 
spoken people bias our minds and 
thoughts with their carefully pre¬ 
pared briefs and their opinionat¬ 
ed statements? Why do we permit 
them to sway us and the uncaring 
to go against a people, to become 
segregationists, to go against the 
grain of democracy? • 

We usually pride ourselves in 
our democracy and in our demo¬ 
cratic freedoms. Why then are we 
suddenly permitting a few separa¬ 
tists to tell us who can live where, 
and when, and why? If this prac¬ 
tice of separating certain races, 
religions, and creeds should con¬ 
tinue, we would uproot the whole 
basic foundation of our democratic 
way of life — political, social and 
religious equality! 

Perhaps the Hutterite is a bit 
different, but then aren't all in¬ 
dividuals a bit different? and isn’t 
anything foreign a bit ’different?’ 
Efficiency is the key to Hutterite 
success. Their system of communal 
living has proved itself highly ef¬ 
ficient and profitable. Are we en¬ 
vious of Hutterite prosperity? Do 
not a number of organizations, 
businesses and partnerships also 
benefit on co-operative type ef¬ 
ficiency? Critics claim that Hut¬ 
terites are unsocial; that they have 
their own separate schools. Do not 
Roman Catholics and Jews adhere 
to separate schools; are they too 
unsocial? Hutterites do not believe 
in violence. Does not any true 
Christian despise warfare and 

fighting? HntterttPS commun i cate 

in a different language in their 
homes? Do not a great number of 
families living in our own neigh¬ 
borhood and County speak differ¬ 
ent languages ih private and pub¬ 
lic? Hutterites, it is said, do not 
benefit a community; they take 
the bulk of their business to 
wholesalers. But, do not most of 
our big, prosperous, respected, 
community-minded farmers deal in 
a similar manner? 

Unfortunately, there are numer- 
ous occasions when wc average 
citizens cannot equal the Hut¬ 
terite. Rarely do you find a Hut¬ 
terite in a court of law for any 
offense more serious than a minor 
traffic infraction. Never do you 
see a Hutterite in a divorce court. 
Seldom do you find Hutterites hav¬ 
ing juvenile delinquency problems. 
Nor do you find a Hutterite 
carousing around with his neigh¬ 
bor’s wife. Hutterites are whole¬ 
some, unpretentious, honest and 
generally a likeable lot. They are 
sturdy people, both morally and 
physically. 

Let us not be so intolerant when 
censuring the Hutterite Brethren. 
Let us be aware of the truth in 
this matter, both good and bad. 
But primarily, let us remain open- 
minded democratic Canadians. And 
if it should come that Hutterites 
move into our community, let us 
welcome them as citizens and 
neighbors, and in time you may 
realize that they can be as neigh¬ 
borly and upright as the next, 
person.
